Crochet 

Learn how to create the stitch fabric of your dreams 
and control your row gauge. 

BY MARTY MILLER 



a As a new crocheter, I'm 
* confused about reading 
directions. I don't know whether 
to work a stitch under one or both 
loops of the stitch below. And if it's 
one loop, which one? And when 
should I pull through one loop on 
my hook, or two or more loops? My 
finished pieces often don't look like 
the designs in the picture, but I like 
how they look and feel. Am I doing 
something wrong? 



0 Crochet is very user friendly. 

What you're doing may not be 
the "default" version of a stitch, but 
that doesn't mean it's wrong. You've 
made a "design decision," and if 
you're pleased with the results, that's 
all that matters. However, your final 
fabric may not look or behave like the 
fabric in the picture. Here are some 
examples of design decisions that are 
good to use when needed. 



PLACING THE HOOK 

The default is to insert your hook 
into a stitch under both of the top 
two loops of the stitch (Swatch 1). 
This creates a sturdy fabric with the 
stitches having a firm foundation. 

If you insert your hook under 
only the back loop of the top two 
loops (bio), you'll get fabric that 
looks like a rib stitch (Swatch 2). It's 
very stretchy, so it behaves differ- 
ently than the sturdy fabric. 



If you insert your hook under 
only the front loop of the top two 
loops (flo), your fabric will look like 
it has a row of stripes underneath 
the stitches (Swatch 3). This fabric is 
not as sturdy as the default, but it's 
also not as stretchy as the rib fabric. 

I crocheted all three swatches 
at one time so my gauge didn't 
change, but you can see that their 
sizes are different — the last swatch, 
flo, is taller than the first two. 




ADDING A CHAIN 
TO A STITCH 

Start a stitch in the usual way 
by inserting your hook into the 
stitch or chain below, then yarn 
over (yo) and pull through. Then 
yo again and pull through one 
loop on the hook (that is, make 
a chain), and finish the stitch as 



usual — ^this makes an extended 
stitch. Because you're working 
one extra chain after you pull 
through the loop and before you 
finish the stitch, you're creating 
a taller, looser, and more drapey 
stitch than usual. Any stitch (sc, 
hdc, dc, tr, etc.) can be extended 
in this way. 



If you have problems getting an 
accurate row gauge, using extended 
stitches may help because they make 
rows taller. 

Swatch A is just sc and swatch B 
is extended sc. Swatch C is dc and 
swatch D is extended dc. Again, all the 
swatches were made at one time to 
keep my gauge constant.

CT: You inspire many people to pick 
up the craft with your lovely yet 



simple projects. What are your 
favorite things to crochet? 

MC; I love to crochet things for items 
that don't necessarily need something 
crochet, but look cuter or function 
better with a little yarn accessory. 
Recently 1 made a crochet book jacket 
for my 2013 planner, a cover for my 
camera strap, and an envelope to 
store letters. 

I really love simple designs done 
in bright colors. It really shows off the 
stitches and gives crochet a more 
modern look. 



CT: How did you learn to crochet? 
MC: My grandmother tried to teach 
me when I was young, but we never 
managed to get beyond a simple 
chain. I taught myself to crochet dur- 
ing my sophomore year of college. I 
used YouTube videos, crochet books, 
and magazines like Crochet Today to 
help me tackle my first stitches. 



CT; What's your go-to stitch pattern? 
MC: Is it boring to say 'single cro- 
chet'? I hope not! I always turn back 
to the basics when I am designing 
something new. It is a good founda- 
tion stitch and it allows me to create 
so many different shapes and styles. 

CT: What's likely playing on your 
music player while you crochet? 

MC: I love listening to my Frank 
Sinatra and Nat King Cole records. 

CT: What's your fix for the crochet 
munchies?

Primer 

Embrace this classic motif for your summer projects. 

BY MARY BETH TEMPLE 



he pineapple motif has 
quite possibly been a part 
of the American decorative 
arts scene longer than most modern 
crochet techniques. Seen in carefully 
wrought furniture, paintings, and tex- 
tiles from the Colonial era onward, it is 
no surprise that the pineapple has be- 
come a fixture in everything crocheted, 
from doilies to afghans to garments. 



Pineapples enjoyed a resur- 
gence in the 1940s and '50s, when 
everyone got their Hawaiian groove 
on by watching beach movies and 
wearing wildly colored Hawaiian 
shirts, skirts, or sarongs. In this 
issue, the motif takes center stage 
in our Pineapple Tank on pg. 27. 
Here's how to stitch up this sum- 
mery design.

THIS MOTIF has an edging of shells around it, so the first two rows set up 
the edging and provide a space to begin the pineapple itself. Most pine- 
apple patterns begin with an odd number of dc to begin — I used seven. 



I The more dc you use in the 
base, the wider your pineapple 
is because of the number of stitch- 
es. It is also taller because of the 
number of rows needed to com- 
plete the top of the pineapple. 



4 No matter how many loops you 
start with, each row has one less 
loop than the row before. 






2 The row following the base 
row opens up that base by 
putting ch-1 sps between each of 
the base stitches. This creates a lot 
of width very quickly, helping to 
form that "bottom-heavy" look. 




3 Row 5 sets up the pineapple's 
taper. Seven base dc lead 
you to six ch-1 sps between them, 
which lead you to five ch-3 loops. 




5 The pineapple is completed — 
you'll work just two rows after the 
final loop row to finish off the motif. 
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6 Notice how the finished motif echoes 
the shape of the pineapple inside it. 
That is because the edging and the chains 
between the edging and the pineapple 
proper are the same on every row. You can 
also make pineapples with no edging at all, 
or adjust the number of chains and stitches 
leading to and from the pineapple to create a 
piece with straight sides. V

SKIRT 

Waistband 

With C, ch 41. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across — 40 sc. 

Rows 2-5 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc across. 
Fasten off. 

Fringe 

Cut strands of A, each about 12"/30.5cm long. 
Hold 2 strands together and fold in half. Insert 
hook into first st of Row 1 of waistband, place 



SKILL LEVEL: EASY 



fold on hook and draw fold through to form a 
loop. Thread ends of strands through loop and 
pull gently to tighten. Repeat to attach fringe 
to each st of Row 1 and then each st of Row 2. 
Trim fringes until even. 

Note When attaching fringe to Row 2, insert 
the hook from front to back then to front again 
around each st of the row. 

With sewing needle and thread, sew one tiny 
yellow button to short end of waistband. With 
yarn needle and C, sew a small button loop on 
opposite end of waistband. 

TOP 

First Side of Lower Band 

With B, ch 39. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across — 38 sc. Fasten off. 

Row 2 (RS) Sk first 13 sc of Row 1 ; join B with 
sc in next sc, sc in next 3 sc; leave remaining 
sts unworked — 4 sc. 

Row 3 Ch 1, turn; [sc2tog] twice — 2 sc. 

Row 4 Ch 1, turn; sc2tog, ch 15 (for strap) — 1 
sc and one ch-15. Fasten off, leaving a long tail 
for sewing strap to lower band. 

Second Side of Lower Band 
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Row 2 (RS) With RS facing, sk next 4 
unworked sc of Row 1 , join B with sc in 
next sc, sc in next 3 sc; leave remaining sts 
unworked — 4 sc. 

Rows 3 and 4 Work same as First Side of 
Lower Band Rows 3 and 4. Fasten off, leaving a 
long tail for sewing strap to Lower Band. 

Sew ends of straps to sixth st from each end of 
Lower Band. With sewing needle and thread, 
sew one tiny red button to one short end of Low- 
er Band. With yarn needle and B, sew a small 
button loop on opposite end of Lower Band. 

LITTLE FLOWER (Make 70) 

Petal-Make 1 per flower 

With D, make an adjustable ring. 

Round 1 [(Sc, dc) in ring] 4 times; join with si 
st in first sc. Fasten off. 

Pistil-Make 1 per flower 

With C, ch 6. Fasten off, leaving a long tail. 

Fold each pistil in half and thread tails through 
center of one set of petals. Use tails to neatly 
sew ends of pistil to back side of bottom of 
petals. 



LITTLE LEAF (Make 18) 

With A, ch 7. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook, [ch 1, sc in 
next ch] 5 times. Fasten off, leaving a long tail. 
Fold piece in half and sew ends together. Sew 
one leaf to each of 18 flowers. 

ASSEMBLY 

When assembling bracelets, necklace, and 
crown, distribute the leaves evenly around each 
ring. 

Arm Bracelet-Make 2 

Thread two flowers with leaves and six flowers 
without leaves onto a length of A. Tie end of A 
into a bow. 

Leg Bracelet-Make 2 

Thread three flowers with leaves and six flow- 



ers without leaves onto a length of A. Tie end 
of A into a bow. 

Necklace 

Thread four flowers with leaves and 16 flowers 
without leaves onto a length of A. Tie end of A 
Into a bow. 

Crown 

Thread four flowers with leaves and 12 flowers 
without leaves onto a length of A. Tie end of A 
into a bow.

next 3 dc, ch 1, dc in next dc, ch 1, dc in next 
3 dc, ch 1, dc in next 2 dc, ch 1, dc in next dc; 
repeat from * across to last 3 ch-1 sps, [ch 
1 , dc in next 2 dc] twice, ch 1 , dc in last dc. 
Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Sew shoulder seams, leaving 7 (7, 8, 8, 9, 
9.5)718 (18, 20.5, 20.5, 23, 24)cm open at 
center for neck. 

Sew side seams, leaving 8 (8, 8, 9, 9, 9)"/20.5 
(20.5, 20.5, 23, 23, 23)cm open at top of 
sides for armholes. Weave in ends. ^

3 times, ch 4, sk next dc, sc in next dc, ch 4, 
sk last ch-1 sp: join with si st in first sc— 8 sc 
and 8 ch-4 sps. 

Round 3 Ch 1, (sc, 3 dc, sc) in each ch-4 
sp (petal made) around; join with si st in first 
sc — 8 petals. 

Fasten off. 

Round 4 With RS facing, join C with si st in 
center dc of first petal, ch 3, 2 dc In same st, 
*ch 2, (3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc) in center dc of next 
petal (corner made), ch 2, 3 dc in center dc of 
next petal; repeat from * 2 more times, ch 2, 

(3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc) in center dc of next petal, ch 
2; join with si st in top of beginning ch — 36 dc 
and 12ch-2 sps. 

Fasten off. 

Round 5 With RS facing, join A with si st in 
first ch-2 sp following joining, ch 3, 2 dc in 
same ch-2 sp, *ch 2, (3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc) in next 
corner ch-2 sp, [ch 2, 3 dc in next ch-2 spj 
twice: repeat from * 2 more times, ch 2, (3 
dc, ch 2, 3 dc) in next corner ch-2 sp ch 2, 3 
dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2; join with si st in top of 
beginning ch — 48 dc and 16 ch-2 sps. 

Fasten off. 

Round 6 With RS facing, join C with si st in 
first ch-2 sp following joining, ch 3, 2 dc in 
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same ch-2 sp, *ch 2, (3 dc. ch 2, 3 dc) in next 
corner ch-2 sp, [ch 2. 3 dc in next ch-2 sp] 3 
times; repeat from * 2 more times, ch 2, (3 dc, 
ch 2, 3 dc) in next corner ch-2 sp, [ch 2, 3 dc 
in last ch-2 sp] twice, ch 2; ]oin with si st in 
top of beginning ch — 60 dc and 20 ch-2 sps.

Block Granny Squares to 6.5 x 6.5716.5 x 
16.5cm. Sew two squares together into a strip 
for front of Shorts.

Each strip of two 
squares should measure about 6.5 x 13"/16.5

(Sides) 

Row 1 (RS) With RS facing, join B with sc in 
corner ch-2 sp of front Granny Square strip to 
work across a side (short) edge, [sc in next 3 
dc, sc in next ch-2 sp] 5 times working last sc 
in last corner ch-2 sp of side edge — 21 sc. 
Rows 2-8 (12, 16, 20) Ch 1, turn; sc in each 
sc across. Fasten off. 

Repeat across other short side of front Granny 
Square strip. 

BACK 

(Sides) 

Work same as Front sides, working across side 
(short) edges of back Granny Square strip. 

Sew side edges of Front and Back together. 

WAISTBAND 

Round 1 (RS) With RS facing, join C with sc in 
top edge at side seam to work across top edge 
of Front, work 59 (65, 72, 79) more sc evenly 
spaced across edge to opposite side seam, sc 
at side seam, place marker in sc just made, 
work 59 (65, 72, 79) more sc evenly spaced 
across top edge of back; join with si st in first 
sc— 120 (132,146,160) sc. 

Rounds 2-5 Ch 1, sc in same st as join, sc- 
2tog, sc in each st to 2 sts before marked side 
st, sc2tog, sc in marked st and move marker 
to sc just made, hdc in next st, dc in each st to 
last 2 sts, hdc in next st, sc in last st; join with 
si st in first sc— 112 (124, 138, 152) sts. 
Round 6 Ch 1 , sc in each st to 2 sts before 
marked side st, sc2tog, sc in each st to last 2 sts, 
sc2tog— 110 (122, 136, 150) sts. Fasten off. 
Round 7 With RS facing, join B with sc in same 
st as joining, sc in each st to 2 sts before marked 
side st, sc2tog, sc in each st to last 2 sts, sc- 
2tog— 108 (120, 134, 148) sts. Fasten off. 



Run and play in crochet style wearing these quick-to- 
stitch beach shorts over your suit. 



Round 8 With A, repeat Round 7—106 (118, 
132, 146) sts. Fasten off. 

GUSSET 

Row 1 (RS) With RS facing, join C with sc 
in ch-2 sp before corner ch-2 sp at seam 
between two front Granny Squares of lower 
edge of front, sc in next 3 dc, sc in corner ch-2 
sp before seam between Granny Squares, sc 
in corner ch-2 sp after seam between Granny 
Squares, sc in next 3 dc, sc in next ch-2 
sp— lOsc. 

Rows 2-16 (20, 24, 28) Ch 1, turn; sc in each 
st across. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail for sewing. Sew 
last row to center of back lower edge. 

LEG 

(Make 2) 

Row 1 (RS) With RS facing, join C with sc in 
lower edge at side seam, work 59 (71, 83, 95) 
more sc evenly spaced around Leg opening: do 
not join— 60 (72, 84, 96) sc. 

Rows 2-4 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc across. 



Fasten off. 

Row 5 With RS facing, join B with sc in first sc, 
sc in each sc across. Fasten off. 

Row 6 With WS facing, join A with sc in first 
sc, sc in each sc across to last st, 2 sc in last 
st; working down side edge of Leg, work 3 sc 
evenly spaced down side edge, work sc3tog 
in valley between Leg side edges, work 3 sc 
evenly spaced up opposite side edge; join with 
si st in first sc— 68 (80, 92, 104) sc. 

Fasten off. 

Repeat around other Leg opening. 

FINISHING 

Weave in ends. ^

Round 1 (RS) [Sc, 5 dc in ring] 4 times; join 
with si St in first st— 4 petals. Fasten off. 
Round 2 With RS facing, join 2nd color with si 
st in BL of any sc on Round 1 , ch 3, [si st in BL 
in next sc, ch 3] 3 times; join with si st in first 
st— 4 ch-3 loops. 

Round 3 Sc in previous join, [5 dc in ch-3 
loop, sc in next si st] 3 times, 5 dc in next ch-3 
loop; join with si st in first st — 4 petals. 

Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

With E, chain to measure 4.75"/12cm or de- 
sired length; do not fasten off. With WS facing,

opposite side of Flower, ch 6; repeat from * to 
join all Flowers using photo as a guide for color 
placement; do not fasten off. Chain should 
measure 4.75"/12cm or same length as begin- 
ning ch. Fasten off.

Length 17.75 (18.5, 19.5, 20.25, 21.25)"/45 
(47, 49.5, 51.5, 54)cm, not including straps 
Note Fabric has a good amount of stretch, so 
Tank will fit busts larger than finished measure- 
ments. 

GAUGE 

16 sts and 11 rows = 4"/10cm over linked 
double crochet (Idc).

HOW TO MAKE A GAUGE SWATCH 

Ch18. 

Row 1 Ldc in 4th ch from hook (beginning ch 
counts as first dc), Idc in each remaining ch 
across — 16 idc. 

Rows 2-11 Ch 3 (counts as first dc), turn; idc 
in each st across. 

Resuiting gauge swatch should measure 
approx 4 x 4"/10 x 10cm. If necessary, adjust 
hook size to obtain correct gauge. 

NOTES 

1 First, make two Pineapple Motifs. 

2 Front is worked beginning at lower edge. 
When work reaches lower neck edge. Front 
is divided and two sides of neck are worked 
separately. As each side of the neck is worked, 
the inner edge is joined to one side edge of a 
Pineapple Motif. 

3 Back is worked the same as the Front. 

4 There is no definite RS or WS.

Ch 75 (81,87,93,99). 

Row 1 Ldc in 4th ch from 
hook, idc in each remaining ch 
across— 73 (79, 85, 91, 97) 
idc. 

Row 2 Ch 3 (counts as first dc 



here and throughout), turn; Idc 
in each st across. 

Repeat iast row untii piece 
measures 12 (12.5, 13, 13.5, 
14)730.5 (32, 33, 34.5, 35.5) 
cm from beginning.

Row 1 Ch 1, turn: si st in first 3

Idc, ch 3, si st in base of Row 6 of Pineapple 
Motif, Idc in next st, [ldc2tog] twice— 3 sts

Row 7 Ch 3, turn; ldc2tog, si st in base of Row

Second Side of Neck 
Notes In the following rows, the ch-3 at the 
beginning of the odd-numbered rows (at inner 
edge) is part of the join between the Front and 
the Pineapple Motif. It is not included in the 
stitch count. Do not work into the top of this 
chain at the end of the following row. The ch-3 
at the beginning of the even-numbered rows 
(at outer edge of piece) counts as a stitch and 
is included in the stitch count. Work into this 
stitch (top of beginning chain) at the end of the 
following row. 

Row 1 Sk next 5 unworked sts following Row 1 
of First Side of Neck, join yarn with si st in next 
st, ch 3, si st in base of Row 11 of Pineapple 
Motif (on un-joined side of pineapple), Idc 
in next 21 sts, [ldc2tog] twice— 24 sts (not 



counting the beginning ch-3 and si sts). 

Row 2 Ch 3, turn; [ldc2tog] twice, Idc in next 
17 sts, si st in base of Row 10 of Pineapple 
Motif— 20 sts (not including the si sts). 

Row 3 Turn, sk the joining si st, si st in next 2 
Idc, ch 3, si st in base of Row 9 of Pineapple 
Motif, Idc in next 14 sts, [ldc2tog] twice — 16 
sts (not including the beginning ch-3 and si 
sts). 

Row 4 Ch 3, turn; [ldc2tog] twice, Idc in next 
9 sts, si st in base of Row 8 of Pineapple Mo- 
tif — 12 sts (not counting the joining si st). 

Row 5 Turn, sk the joining si st, si st in next 2 
Idc, ch 3, si st in base of Row 7 of Pineapple 
Motif, Idc in next 6 sts, [ldc2tog] twice — 8 sts 
(not including the beginning ch-3 and si sts). 
Row 6 Ch 3, turn; [ldc2tog] twice, si st in base 
of Row 6 of Pineapple Motif — 3 sts. 

Row 7 Turn, sk the joining si st, si st in next 
Idc, ch 3, si st in base of Row 5 of Pineapple 
Motif, ldc2tog. Fasten off. 

Armhole Edging 

With RS facing, join yarn with si st at beginning 
of armhole shaping, sc evenly spaced across 
armhole to beginning of Pineapple Motif, si st in 
edge at beginning of Motif. Fasten off. Repeat 
across opposite armhole edge. 



Second Half 

Row 1 Join yarn with si st in opposite side of 
foundation ch of first half at base of the shell, 
ch 3, (dc, ch 2, 2 dc) in same ch. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn; si st in first 2 dc, beg-sheli 
in ch-2 sp. 

Repeat last row until this half measures about 
5"/1 2.5cm long (entire piece measures about 
10"/25 cm). Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Block all pieces. Sew side seams. 

Lower Edging 

Round 1 With RS facing and working in op- 
posite side of foundation chains across lower 
edge, join yarn with si st at side seam, ch 3, dc 
in same st as joining, *sk next 2 dc, (si st, ch 3, 
dc) in next st; repeat from * around; join with si 
st in same st as joining. Fasten off. 

Sew bottom of Pineapple Motif (tip of Row 11) 
to skipped 5-dc at center Front. Sew center of 
one strap to top of front Pineapple Motif. Sew 
center of other strap to top of back Pineapple 
Motif. Sew one button to each end of back 
strap. 

Weave in ends. ^

Ch 4. 

Row 1 (Dc, ch 2, 2 dc) in 4th ch from hook 
(beginning ch counts as first dc - shell 
made)— 1 shell. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn; si st in first 2 dc, beg-shell 
in ch-2 sp. 

Repeat last row until piece measures about 
5"/1 2.5cm long.

(4 dc, sc) in same ch-7 sp, 4 hdc in next ch-5 
sp, dc in 4th hdc of next 8-hdc group of First 
Flower, 4 hdc in same ch-5 sp, (sc, 5 dc) 
in next ch-7 sp, sc in 5th dc of next scallop 
of First Flower, (4 dc, sc) in same ch-7 sp;

Round 4 SI st in first ch of first ch-5 sp, ch 1 , 
sk next ch, (si st, ch 1, sc) in center ch of first 
ch-5 sp, [ch 5, sc in next ch-5 sp] twice, [ch 7, 
sc in next ch-5 sp] 3 times, *[ch 5, sc in next

Round 5 SI st in first ch of first ch-5 sp, ch 1 , 
sk next ch, (si st, ch 1, sc) in center ch of first 
ch-5 sp, *ch 7, sc in next ch-sp; repeat from * 
around, ch 7; join with si st in first sc. 

Rounds 6-14 (19) SI st in first 2 ch of first 
ch-7 sp, ch 1, sk next ch, (si st, ch 1, sc) in 
center ch of first ch-7 sp *ch 7, sc in next 
ch-sp; repeat from * around, ch 7; join with si 
st in first sc. 

Round 15 (20) Ch 1, (sc, 5 dc, sc) in each 
ch-7 sp around; join with si st in beginning ch. 
Fasten off. 

Lay lower section flat and open to make a large 
circle. Using a pressing cloth, steam block the 



lower section, taking care to block all scallops 
flat and spread out chain-mesh evenly. Allow 
piece to dry overnight. Then lay Wrap flat and 
steam block both layers of top section being 
careful not to press any Petals on the fold.

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook, sk next ch, 
hdc in last ch, place marker in last ch, ch 2, sc 
in 2nd ch from hook, ch 2, si st in marked ch, 
*ch 3, sc in 2nd ch from hook, hdc in marked 
ch, ch 2, sc in 2nd ch from hook, ch 2, si st in 
marked ch; repeat from * 3 more times. Fasten 
off and weave in ends. 

STAMEN 
(Make 7 (8) 

Row 1 With smaller hook and C, ch 7, si st in 
3rd ch from hook (picot made); leave remaining 
4 ch of beginning ch-7 unworked; ch 4, si st 
in 3rd ch from hook (picot made), leave last ch 
of ch-4 unworked, ch 3, 2 sc in 2nd ch from 
hook, ch 1, si st in last ch of the ch-3, ch 1, si 
st in base of last picot made, si st in unworked 



ch of the ch-4, si st in base of next picot, si st 
in next unworked ch beginning ch-7, [ch 1, si 
st in next unworked ch of beginning ch-7] 3 
times. Fasten off, leaving a long tail for sewing. 

FINiSHING 

Thread the narrow end of each Stamen through 
the middle of one set of center Petals and sew 
the two pieces together. Sew each assembled 
Stamen/center Petals to the middle of a Flower 
on the Flower Band. Sew each assembled 
Stamen/center Petals pointing in a different 
direction to add interest. Sew the tip of each 
Stamen to the Flower to which the Stamen is 
attached. Weave in ends. ^

Ch17. 

Row 1 Hdc in 3rd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across — 15 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 2, turn; hdc in each st across. 

Rows 3-12 Repeat Row 2. 

Resulting gauge swatch should measure ap- 
prox 4"/10cm square. If necessary, adjust hook 
size to obtain correct gauge.

1 Bodice is made of two pieces, each worked 
in turned rows that are woven together to cre- 



ate a twist at center front. 

2 Use stitch markers as indicated to mark 
progress. 

3 Turning chains do not count as stitches for 
this project. 

4 Directions are given for Skirt that measures 
approx 86"/218cm in circumference. Sew hem 
after Bodice is attached to Skirt to allow dress 
to be fitted first. 

5 To finish edges of fabric and eliminate 
fraying, use a serger, zigzag stitch, pinking 
shears, or French seam.

Ch 122 (130,138,146,154). 

Row 1 Working in back bar of chs, hdc in 3rd 
ch from hook and in next 49 (53, 57, 61, 65) 
chs, place marker in last st made, sc in next 5 
chs, si st in next 10 chs, sc in next 5 chs, hdc 
in next ch, place marker in last st made, hdc in 
next 49 (53, 57, 61, 65) chs— 120 (128, 136, 
144, 152) sts. 

Rows 2-10 (2-10, 2-11, 2-11, 2-12) Ch 2, 

turn; hdc in next 50 (54, 58, 62, 66) sts, sc BL 
in next 5 sts, si st BL in next 10 sts, sc BL in 
next 5 sts, hdc in next 50 (54, 58, 62, 66) sts. 
Row 11 (11, 12, 12, 13) (RS) Ch 1. turn; si st 
in next 36 (39. 41, 44, 46) sts. ch 81 (85, 89. 
93, 97) (for strap), working in back bar of chs, 
si st in 2nd ch from hook and in each remain- 
ing ch across, si st in next 20 (21 , 23, 24, 26) 
sts, leaving remaining sts unworked. 

Fasten off. 

Right Bodice 

Ch 122 (130, 138, 146, 154). 

Rows 1-10 (10, 11, 11, 12) Repeat Rows 
1-10(10, 11, 11, 12) for Left Bodice. Fasten 
off. 

Row 11 (11, 12, 12, 13) (RS) Turn, join yarn 
with si st in last si st before second st marker, 
si st in next 19 (20, 22, 23. 25) sts, ch 81 (85, 
89, 93, 97) (for strap), working in back bar 
of chs, si st in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across, si st in next 36 (39, 41, 
44, 46) sts. Do not fasten off. Place a stitch 
marker in working loop. 
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FINISHING 
Seam Bodice 

Note Use the following seaming technique 
to create a seam that is less bulky and more 
flat: align edges to be seamed with RS facing: 
working through top loop of each stitch, sew 
seam by alternating between stitches on each 
edge: rotate piece and working in top ioop of 
each stitch, repeat in opposite direction. The 
second pass reinforces and straightens the 
seam, keeping it from looking unfinished. 

Place Left Bodice flat with WS facing. Fold 
piece to align last st of Row 11 with first st of 
Row 1 and last sc of Row 11 with first sc of 
Row 1 . Pin edges together. Turn piece with RS 
facing and with yarn needle and long strand of 
yarn, stitch edges together between aligned 
sts. Do not fasten off. 

Place Right Bodice flat with RS facing. Thread 
piece from top to bottom through opening in 
Left Bodice. Fold piece to align last st of Row 
11 with first st of Rowl and last sc of Row 11 
with first sc of Row 1 .

Right Bodice 

Insert hook in working loop of Right Bodice, 
ch 1, rotate piece to work along row ends of 
bodice. 

Row 1 Work 24 (24, 27, 27, 30) sc evenly 
spaced along row edge— 24 (24, 27, 27, 30) 
sts. 

Rows 2-3 Ch 1, turn: sc in each st across. 
Fasten off. 

Left Bodice 

With RS facing, join yarn with si st in bottom 
corner of Left Bodice. 

Row 1 Work 24 (24, 27, 27, 30) sc evenly 
spaced along row edge— 24 (24, 27, 27, 30) 
sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn: sc in each st across. 

Row 3 Ch 1, turn: [sc in next 3 sts, ch 3, si st 
in first sc made, 6 sc in ch-3 sp] 8 (8, 9, 9, 10) 
times, si st in side of last sc of row— 8 (8, 9, 

9, 10) button loops. Fasten off. 

Weave in ends. 

Seam Skirt 

Cut strip of grosgrain ribbon 2'75cm longer 
than bottom edge of finished Bodice. Mark 
ribbon 172.5cm from each end. 

Cut one rectangle of fabric, 44"/112cm wide, 
to desired length for front panel. Cut two 
rectangles of fabric, each 22.5"/57cm wide, to 



desired length for back panels. With RS of back 
panels facing and beginning 5"/13cm from top 
edge, seam long edge of panels with .5"/1.5cm 
seam allowance. Press seam open. 

With RS of front and back panel facing, sew 
side seams with .5"/1.5cm seam allowance. 
Press seam. Hem skirt to desired length. 
Starting .5"/1.5cm from Center Back edge, 
baste across top edge of skirt 172.5cm from 
top edge. Repeat for another row of basting 
stitches .25"/0.75cm above first row. Pull both 
threads to gather the fabric (Step 1 , below). 

Assembly 

With RS facing, pin bottom edge of Bodice to 
gathered top edge of Skirt, covering stitch- 
ing lines on ribbon, as shown in Step 2. With 
matching thread, sew bottom edge of Bodice to 
Skirt, as shown in Step 3. Sew buttons to back 
of Right Bodice aligned with button loops. 

Stitch small hook and eye closures to WS of 
opening at Center Back of Skirt. ^

Round 57 Sk 44 sts from previous join; with 
B, draw up loop in next st, ch 1, sc in each st 
around.

Round 2 Ch 1, sc in first sc, [ch 3, sc in next 
sc] 7 times, ch 3; join with si st in first st— 8 
sc and 8 ch-3 sps. 

Round 3 Working in sts of Round 1 , sc FL in 
first st, [ch 5, sc FL in next sc] 7 times, ch 5;

With largest hook, ch 40.

Row 2 (WS) Ch 1, turn; sc in first sc, *ch 1, sk 
next sc, sc in next sc; repeat from * across to 
last st, 2 sc in last st— 40 sts. 

Row 3 (RS) Ch 1, turn; sc in first sc, *ch 1, 
sk next sc, sc in next ch-1 sp; repeat from * 
across to last st, sc in last st. 

Row 4 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first sc, *ch 1 , sk next 
sc, sc in next ch-1 sp; repeat from * across to 
last st, ch 1, sc in last sc — 41 sts.

Row 90 (Joining Row) Ch 1, turn; sc in first sc,

on Side 1; repeat from * across Side 1 — 167 sts. 
Row 91 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first sc, sc in next 
ch-1 sp, ch 1, sk next sc, sc in next ch-1 sp; 
repeat from * across to last st, sc in last st. 
Row 92 Ch 1, turn; sc in first sc, *ch 1, sk next 
sc, sc in next ch-1 sp; repeat from * across. 
Rows 93-114 Repeat Rows 91-92, 11 times. 
Fasten off. 

Assembly 

Position Triangle in space between two Sides. 
With RS facing and largest hook, join yarn with 
si st in row end of Row 1 on Rectangle Side 2, 
sc in same st, ch 1, si st in first adjacent ch-3 
sp on Triangle, ch 1, sk next row end on Rect- 
angle, sc in next row end on Rectangle; repeat 
from * along each aligned side of Triangle. 

Side Edging 

With RS facing and largest hook, join yarn with 
si st in first row end of outside edge of Side 1 , 
ch 1, sc in same st, work sc in each row end 
across. Fasten off. 

Repeat on opposite outside edge of Side 2. 
Fasten off. 

Top Edging 

Row 1 With middle-size hook and working in 
opposite side of foundation ch of Rectangle 
Side 2, join yarn with si st in first ch, ch 1, sc 
in same ch, sc in next 38 chs; working across 



Triangle, 2 sc in next 43 ch-3 sps; working 
across opposite side of foundation ch of Rect- 
angle Side 1, sc in next 39 chs — 164 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc across. 

Row 3 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first sc, sc in next 37 
sc, [sc in next 9 sc, sc2tog] 8 times, sc in next 
38 sc— 156 sts. 

Rows 4-5 Repeat Row 2 twice. 

Fasten off. 

TIE (Make 2) 

With middle-size hook, ch 51. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across to last ch, 2 sc in last ch; 
working in opposite side of foundation ch, sc in 
each ch across to last ch, 2 sc in last ch; join 
with si st in first sc — 102 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1, si st in next 50 sts, leaving 
remaining sts unworked. 

Fasten off. 

Using photo as a guide, sew Ties to Shawl. 

FINISHING 

Weave in ends. ^

through two ioops on hook] twice (Fdc made). 
Insert hook in “chain” of last Fdc made, yarn 
over and draw up a loop, yarn over and draw 
through one loop on hook, yarn over and draw 
through two loops on hook (Fsc made) - two 
more foundation sts made. 

Repeat Step 2 until desired number of founda- 
tion stitches are made.

35.5, 35.5)cm from beginning. Change to B in 
last St of last row. 

Begin Striping 

The remainder of the Front is worked in 
stripes. Work all of the following instructions, 
keeping track of the row you are on, and 
changing color as indicated in the following 
Stripe Sequence: 

Work 6 (6, 6, 8, 8, 8) rows with B, 1 row with 
A, [6 (6, 6, 8, 8, 8) rows with C, 1 row with A] 
twice, 7 (7, 7, 9, 9, 9) rows with B. 

Rows 1-17 (17, 17, 25, 25, 25) Work in 
Griddle Stitch. 

Shape First Side of Neck 
Notes 

1 When working the sides of the Neck, Griddle 
Stitch is sometimes worked over an even 
number of stitches and sometimes over an 
odd number of stitches. To correctly maintain 
the look of the stitch pattern (to work “as 
established”), always work a sc into each dc of 
the previous row, and a dc into each sc of the 
previous row. 

2 If the first stitch of a row needs to be a dc 



(when the last st of the previous row was a 
sc), work as follows: Ch 1 , turn; sc in first st, 
ch 1, continue in Griddle Stitch across. The 
“sc in first st, ch 1" counts as a dc (known as 
“First-dc”). When working back across the next 
row, treat this “sc, ch 1" as a single stitch, not 
two stitches, by working into the ch-1 but not 
into the sc. 

3 Continue to change color as in Stripe 
Sequence. 

Row 1 Work in Griddle Stitch over the first 36 
(41, 44, 49, 53, 58) Sts; leave remaining sts 
unworked for front neck and second side — 36 
(41, 44, 49, 53, 58) sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn; [sc2tog] twice, work in 
Griddle Stitch as established across— 34 (39, 
42, 47, 51, 56) sts. 

Row 3 Ch 1, turn; work in Griddle Stitch as 
established across to last 4 sts, [sc2tog] 
twice— 32 (37, 40, 45, 49, 54) sts. 

Rows 4-5 (5, 7, 7, 7, 7) Repeat last 2 rows 
1 (1, 2, 2, 2, 2) more times— 28 (33, 32, 37, 
41, 46) sts. 

Row 6 (6, 8 , 8 , 8 , 8) Ch 1 , turn; [sc2tog] 1 (1 , 
1, 1, 2, 2) time(s), work in Griddle Stitch as es- 
tablished across— 27 (32, 31, 36, 39, 44) sts.

Row 7 Ch 1, turn; work in Griddle Stitch as

Fasten off D. 

Round 19 Join B with si st in sc after any si st 
of Round 18, ch 1, sc in same st, sc in next st, 

2 sc in each of next 4 sts, sc in next 2 sts, sk 
next si st, *sc in next 2 sts, 2 sc in each of next 
4 sts, sc in next 2 sts, sk next si st; repeat from 
* around: join with si st in first st — 24 petals 
(12 sc each). Fasten off B. 

Round 20 Join A with si st in 2nd sc of any 
petal, ch 3, dc in next 9 sc, *sk next 2 sc, dc 
in next 10 sc; repeat from * around; join with si 
st in 3rd ch of beginning ch-3 — 24 petals (10 
dc each). 

Round 21 Ch 4 (counts as dc and ch-1), *sk 
next dc, dc in next dc, ch 1; repeat from * 
around: join with si st in 3rd ch of beginning ch- 



4 — 120 dc and 120 ch-1 sps. Fasten off A. 
Round 22 Join C with si st In any ch-1 sp, ch 
3 (counts as dc), *dc in next dc, dc in next ch-1 
sp: repeat from * around; join with sl st in 3rd 
ch of beginning ch-3 — 240 dc. 

Round 23 Ch 1, sc in first st, sc in each dc 
around: join with sl st in first sc. Fasten off C. 
Round 24 Join B with sl st in any sc, ch 3 
(counts as dc), dc in next sc, *ch 3, sk next 2 
sc, dc in next 3 sc; repeat from * around to last 
3 sts, ch 3, sk next 2 sc, dc in last sc; join with 
sl st in 3rd ch of beginning ch-3 — 48 3-dc 
groups. 

Rounds 25-35 SI st in each st to next ch-3 
sp, sl st In next ch-3 sp, ch 3 (counts as dc), 2 
dc in same sp, ch 3, *3 dc in next ch-3 sp, ch 
3; repeat from * around: join with sl st in 3rd ch 
of beginning ch-3. Fasten off B. 



Drawstring Tie 

With two strands of B held together, ch 200. 
Fasten off. 

FiNISHING 

Weave in ends. 

Weave Drawstring Tie through 3-dc groups of 
Round 35. Use Tie to secure Cozy over spare 
tire. ^

Last Round Dc in each st around; join with sc 
in first dc. Fasten off. 

Chain 

(Make 5-1 each length) 

Ch 15. Fasten off, leaving a long tail for 
assembly. 



Repeat to make chains of 20, 25, 28, and 32 
chs in length. 

FINISHING 

Assembly 

Tie each Chain to end of one Cord. Tie opposite 
ends of each Chain to end of second Cord. Cut

YARN 

RED HEART Soft, 5oz/140g balls, each approx 
256yd/234m (100% acrylic)

CROCHET HOOK 

• Size J/10 (6mm) crochet hook or any size 
to obtain correct gauge 

NOTIONS 

• 2 buttons, .5"/13mm diameter 

• Yarn needle 

YARN WEIGHT QklO 

Soft in Wine 



FINISHED MEASUREMENTS 
Length Approx 8"/20.5cm from tip of middle 
finger to edge of band around wrist 
Width Approx 8.5721.5cm around widest part 



of palm at base of thumb 

GAUGE 

16 sts and 20 rows = 4710cm over single 
crochet. 

Remember to check gauge for best resuits! 

NOTES 

1 Gloves are the same on the inside and the 
outside. Instead of making a right and a left 
Glove, make two of the same Glove, turn one 
inside out, then work the edgings and bands. 

2 Work begins back and forth in rows at wrist 
edge. Side edges of the rows form the side 
edges of the back keyhole opening. An opening 
is left in the lower part of the Glove for the 
Thumb, which is worked later. Work is joined 
into rounds for the top of the hand before the 
fingers are worked. All rounds are joined and 
turned to maintain the same texture throughout. 

3 Each finger is worked in joined rounds over 
a portion of the stitches at the top of the hand. 

4 Thumb is worked in joined rounds, beginning 



by working stitches over the opening in the 
lower part of the Glove. 



GLOVE 
(Make 2) 

Beginning at wrist edge, ch 27. 

Row 1 (RS) Sc in 2nd ch from hook, sc in each 
remaining ch across— 26 sc. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn; sk first sc, sc in each sc 
across to last sc; leave last sc unworked — 24 
sc. 

Row 3 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc across. 

Rows 4 and 5 Repeat Rows 2 and 3 — 22 sc 
at the end of Row 5. 

Row 6 Ch 1 , turn; sk first sc, sc in next 4 sc, 

2 sc in next sc, sc in each sc across to last sc; 
leave last sc unworked — 21 sc. 

Row 7 Ch 1, turn; sc in first 15 sc, 2 sc in 
each of next 2 sc, sc in last 4 sc — 23 sc. 

Row 8 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first 4 sc, 2 sc in each 
of next 4 sc, sc in last 15 sc— 27 sc. 

Row 9 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc across. 

Rows 10-12 Ch 1, turn; 2 sc in first sc, sc in 
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each sc across to last sc, 2 sc in last sc— 33 
sc at the end of Row 12. 

Row 13 Ch 1, turn; 2 sc in first sc, sc in next 
17 sc, ch 3, sk next 7 sc (for Thumb opening), 
sc in next 7 sc, 2 sc in last sc — 28 sc and 1 
ch-3 sp. 

Row 14 Ch 1 , turn; 2 sc in first sc, sc in next 8 
sc, 4 sc in ch-3 sp, sc in each sc across to last 
sc, 2 sc in last sc— 34 sc. 

Work now proceeds in rounds. When joining, 
take care that front of stitches just worked are 
on RS (outside) of piece. To keep track of which 
side is the RS, place a marker on the RS. As 
you work some of the following rounds, it may 
be easier to work with the Glove “inside out." 
Round 15 (RS) Ch 1, turn; 2 sc in first sc, sc 
in each sc across to last sc, 2 sc in last sc; join 
with si St in first sc — 36 sc. Fasten off. 

Note The WS of the Glove is the inside, the RS 
is the outside. To count stitches from the WS, 
begin at the join and count (skip) the indicated 
number of stitches from the inside. 

Round 16 (WS) With WS facing, join yarn with 



sc in 16th sc, sc in next 4 sc, sc2tog, [sc in 
next 5 sc, sc2tog] 4 times, sc in last sc; join 
with si St in first sc — 31 sts. 

Round 17 Ch 1, turn; [sc in next 5 sc, sc2tog] 

4 times, sc in last 3 sc; join with si st in first 
sc — 27 sts. 

Rounds 18-20 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc 
around; join with si st in first sc. Do not fasten 
off. 

index Finger 

Round 21 (RS) Ch 1, turn; sc in first 8 sc. ch 
3, sk next 19 sc; join with si st in first sc — 8 sc 
and 1 ch-3 sp. 

Round 22 Ch 1, turn; sc in each ch of ch-3 sp, 
sc in last 8 sc; join with si st in first sc — 11 sc. 
Rounds 23-32 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc 
around; join with si st in first sc. 

Round 33 [Sc2tog] 5 times, sc in last sc; join 
with si st in first sc— 6 sts. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail. With yarn 
needle, thread tail through stitches of last 
round and pull to close top opening. Weave in 



end securely. 

Middle Finger 

Round 21 (RS) With RS facing, join yarn with 
sc in first skipped st following Index Finger, sc 
in next 2 sc, ch 3, sk next 13 sc, sc in last 3 
sc, work 3 sc evenly spaced between the sts 
worked in to the Index Finger ch-3 sp; join with 
si st in first sc— 9 sc and 1 ch-3 sp. 

Round 22 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first 6 sc, sc in 
each ch of ch-3 sp, sc in last 3 sc; join with si 
st in first sc— 12 sc. 

Rounds 23-34 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc 
around; join with si st in first sc. 

Round 35 [Sc2tog] 6 times; join with si st in 
first sc— 6 sts. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail. With yarn needle, 
thread tail through stitches of last round 
and pull to close top opening. Weave in end 
securely. 

Ring Finger 

Round 21 (RS) With RS facing, join yarn with 

crochet ^ 
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spaced around edge of keyhole opening — 28 
sc. 

Row 2 (Begin band) Ch 6, sc in 2nd ch from 
hook and in next 4 ch (for button strap); work- 
ing across opposite side of foundation row of 
Glove, sc in each ch across — 31 sc. 

Row 3 Ch 11, sc in 2nd ch from hook and in 
next 9 ch (for buttonhole strap), sc BLO in each 
sc across — 41 sc. 

Row 4 Ch 1 , turn; sc BLO in each sc across to 
iast 5 sc, ch 3, sk next 3 sc (for buttonhole), sc 
BLO in last 2 sc— 38 sc and 1 ch-3 sp. 

Row 5 Ch 1, turn; sc BLO in first 2 sc, sc 
in each ch of ch-3 sp, sc BLO in each sc 
across — 41 sc. 

Row 6 Ch 1, turn; sc BLO in each sc across. 
Fasten off. 

LEFT GLOVE EDGING AND BAND 

Row 1 (RS - keyhole edging) With RS facing, 
join yarn with sc in corner of keyhole opening 
opposite of Thumb, work 27 more sc evenly 
spaced around edge of keyhole opening — 28 



sc in first skipped st following Middle Finger, 
sc in next 2 sc, ch 2, sk next 7 sc, sc in last 3 
sc, work 3 sc evenly spaced between the sts 
worked in to the Middle Finger ch-3 sp; join 
with si st in first sc — 9 sc and 1 ch-2 sp. 
Round 22 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first 6 sc, sc in 
each ch of ch-2 sp, sc in last 3 sc; join with si 
st in first sc — 11 sc. 

Rounds 23-32 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc 
around; join with si st in first sc. 

Round 33 [Sc2tog] 5 times, sc in last sc; join 
with si st in first sc— 6 sts. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail. With yarn needle, 
thread tail through stitches of last round 
and pull to close top opening. Weave in end 
securely. 

Pinky Finger 

Round 21 (RS) With RS facing, join yarn with 
sc in first skipped st following Ring Finger, sc 
in next 6 sc, work 2 sc eveniy spaced between 
the sts worked in to the Ring Finger ch-2 sp; 
join with si st in first sc — 9 sc. 

Rounds 22-30 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc 
around; join with si st in first sc. 

Round 31 [Sc2tog] 4 times, sc in last sc; join 
with si st in first sc — 5 sts. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail. With yarn 
needle, thread tail through stitches of last 
round and pull to close top opening. Weave in 



end securely. 

Thumb 

Round 14 (RS) With RS facing, join yarn with 
sc in first skipped sc of Row 12, sc in next 6 
sc, work 6 sc evenly spaced between the sts 
worked into the ch-3 sp of Row 13; join with si 
st in first sc — 13 sc. 

Rounds 15-24 Ch 1, turn; sc in each sc 
around; join with si st in first sc. 

Round 25 Ch 1, turn; [sc2tog] 6 times, sc in 
last sc; join with si st in first sc — 7 sts. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail. With yarn needle, 
thread tail through stitches of last round 
and pull to close top opening. Weave in end 
securely. 

Before working edging and band, turn one of 
the Gloves inside out — now you have a right 
Glove and a left Glove. 

RIGHT GLDVE EDGING AND BAND 
Note If you are a left-handed crocheter, follow 
the Left Glove Edging instructions on the right 
Glove and the Right Glove Edging instructions 
on the left Glove. This ensures that the button 
strap and buttonhole strap are worked on the 
correct edges. 

Row 1 (RS - keyhole edging) With RS facing, 
join yarn with sc in corner of keyhole opening 
closest to Thumb, work 27 more sc evenly 



Row 2 (Begin band) Ch 11, sc in 2nd ch from 
hook and in next 9 ch (for buttonhole strap); 
working across opposite side of foundation row 
of Glove, sc in each ch across — 36 sc. 

Row 3 Ch 6, sc in 2nd ch from hook and in 
next 4 ch (for button strap), sc BLO in each sc 
across — 41 sc. 

Row 4 Ch 1 , turn; sc BLO in first 2 sc, ch 3, sk 
next 3 sc, sc BLO in each sc across — 38 sc 
and 1 ch-3 sp. 

Row 5 Ch 1, turn; sc BLO in each sc to ch-3 
sp, sc in each ch of ch-3 sp, sc BLO in last 2 
sc— 41 sc. 

Row 6 Ch 1, turn; sc BLO in each sc across. 
Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Sew one button to each button strap, opposite 
buttonhole. 

Weave in ends. ^

Fasten off. 

Back 

With A, ch 26. 

Rows 1-14 Repeat Rows 1-14 for Front, 
changing to A in last st of Row 14. 

Row 15 Ch 1, turn; sc in next 8 sts, ch 9, sk 
next 9 sts (pocket made), sc in next 8 sts. 

Row 16 Ch 1 , turn; sc in next 8 sts, work 9 sc 
in ch-9 sp, sc in next 8 sts. 

Rows 17-20 Repeat Row 2, 4 times. 

Fasten off. 

Pocket Insert 

With C, ch 13. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across — 12 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn; sc in each st across. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail for sewing. 

Align Pocket Insert approx 0.4"/1cm above 
pocket opening in Case Back.

Rows 3-32 Repeat Row 2, 30 times. 

Fasten off. 

Top (Make 2) 

With B, ch 26. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across — 25 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn; sc in each st across. 

Rows 3-4 Repeat Row 2, 2 times. 

Fasten off. 



Weave in all ends. 

With sewing needle and matching thread, sew 
zipper along long edge of each piece. 

CAMERA FACE 

With D, ch 2. 

Round 1 Work 5 sc in 2nd ch from hook — 5 
sts. 

Round 2 2 sc in each st around — 10 sts. 
Round 3 [Sc in next st, 2 sc in next st] 5 
times — 15 sts. 

Round 4 [Sc in next 2 sts, 2 sc in next st] 5 
times— 20 sts. 

Round 5 [Sc in next 3 sts, 2 sc in next st] 5 
times — 25 sts. 

Round 6 Sc in each st around, changing to A 
in last st. 

Using photo as a guide, position and attach 
plastic safety eyes to Face. Embroider smile 
with black embroidery floss. 

Round 7 Sc BL in each st around. 

Rounds 8-9 Repeat Round 6, 2 times. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail for sewing.

With C, ch 2. 

Round 1 Work 6 sc in 2nd ch from hook— 6 
sts. 

Round 2 Work sc in each st around; join with 
si st in next st. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail for sewing. 

Using photo as a guide, sew Button to Case 
Top, stuffing lightly before closing seam. 

FINISHING 
Assemble Case 

With RS of pieces together, sewing from the 
WS and beginning at one top corner of Case 
Front, sew edge of Front to first Side, Case 
Bottom, opposite Side, and Case Top. Repeat 
for Case Back. Sew each Side edge to Case 
Bottom. With Handle to RS, sew each Side 
edge to Case Top. Turn Case RS out through 
zipper. 

Sew one metal clasp to Top of Case on each 
end of zipper. Slide each end of cord through 
a metal clasp. Fold end of cord back on itself.

ning ch)— 180 (180, 188, 196) sc. 

Place a marker in the center dc of each 5-dc 
group. In following rounds stitches are worked 
into the back loop only (BL) except for the 5-dc 
and 5-hdc groups. Work the 5-dc and 5-hdc 
groups in both loops of the stitch. 

Round 2 Ch 3, [dc BL in each st to next 
marked st, 5 dc in marked st and move marker 
to center dc of 5-dc group just made] 4 times, 
dc BL in each st around; join with si st in first 
dc— 196 (196, 204, 212) dc. Drop, but do not 
fasten off A. Place the loop on a stitch marker 
or safety pin and keep the loop on the WS of 
the work. When A is next needed, from the WS 



return the loop to the hook and draw it up to 
the level of the round to be worked. Drop and 
pick up other colors in the same manner until 
instructed to fasten off. 

Round 3 With RS facing, draw up a loop of 
C in same st as joining, ch 2 (counts as first 
hdc here and throughout), [hdc BL in each 
st to next marked st, 5 hdc in marked st and 
move marker to center hdc of 5-hdc group just 
made] 4 times, hdc BL in each st around; join 
with si st in first hdc— 212 (212, 220, 228) 
hdc. Drop C. 

Round 4 With RS facing, draw up a loop of A 
in same st as joining, ch 3, [dc BL in each st 
to next marked st, 5 dc in marked st and move 
marker to center dc of 5-dc group just made] 4 
times, dc BL in each st around; join with si st in 
first dc— 228 (228, 236, 244) dc. Drop A. 
Round 5 With C, ch 2, [hdc BL in each st to 
next marked st, 5 hdc in marked st and move 
marker to center hdc of 5-hdc group just 
made] 4 times, hdc BL in each st around; join 
with si st in first hdc— 244 (244, 252, 260) 
hdc. Fasten off C. 

Rounds 6 and 7 With A, repeat Round 2 
twice— 276 (276, 284, 292) dc at the end of 
Round 7. Fasten off A.

Round 8 With RS facing, draw up a loop of D

Round 20 With A, ch 3 (counts as dc here 
and throughout), 4 dc in each ch-4 sp around;

groups and 1 dc (beginning ch-3). Drop A. 
Round 21 With B, ch 1 , sc in same st as 
joining, *ch 4, sk next dc-group, sc in next sp 
between dc-groups; repeat from * around to 
last dc-group, ch 4, sk last dc-group; join with 
si st in first sc. Drop B. 

Rounds 22 and 23 Repeat Rounds 20 and 
21 . 

Round 24 With A, ch 3, 5 dc in each ch-sp 
around; join with si st in first dc. Drop A. 
Round 25 With B, ch 1 , sc in same st as 
joining, *ch 5, sk next dc-group, sc in next sp 
between dc-groups; repeat from * around to 
last dc-group, ch 5, sk last dc-group; join with 
si st in first sc. Drop B. 

Rounds 26-29 Repeat Rounds 24 and 25 
twice. 

Round 30 With A, ch 3, 6 dc in each ch-sp 
around; join with si st In first dc.

Row 1 (RS) Sk first ch, 1 sc in each of next 4 ch, turn. 

Row 2 Ch 1 (counts as 1 sc), 1 sc in first sc, 2 sc in each of next 
3 sc, turn leaving ch 1 unworked — 8 sts. 

Row 3 Ch 3, sk first sc, 1 dc in each of next 6 sc, 1 dc in ch 1 , 
turn. 

Row 4 Ch 1 , sk first dc, 1 sc in each of next 6 dc, 1 sc in 3rd of 
ch 3, turn. 

Row 5 Ch 1 , sk first sc, [1 sc in next sc, sk next sc] 3 times, 1 sc 
in ch 1,turn. 

Row 6 Ch 3 (counts as 1 dc), sk first sc, 1 dc in each of next 3 sc, 
turn leaving ch 1 unworked — 4 sts. 

Row 7 Ch 1 (counts as 1 sc), sk first dc, 1 sc in next dc, sk next 
dc, 1 sc in 3rd of ch 3, turn— 3 sts. 

RowSCh 1, sk2sc, 1 sc in chi. 

Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Using tails of yarn, sew straight edge of six Petals evenly spaced 
around edge of Center Disk, aligning center of each Petal to a 
bobble. Sew base of remaining six Petals around Disk, positioning 
them behind the spaces between the first six Petals. Weave 
in ends. V
